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This study, presented to the University of Pennsylvania, is one of 
the theses for the doctorate in philosophy which deserve to be in 
print; for the story it tells, while simple and given to details, is 
yet useful to the persons, of increasing number we hope, who would 
lessen unnecessary experimenting in public aid and charity by 
learning all possible lessons of experience. This book touches on 
such matters as the old yet new question of large versus small poor 
law areas; the over-pressing pettinesses of settlement; dangers of 
granting public money to private agencies; the effects of immigra- 
tion. The experiences of many states, in such matters, would give 
the material for a valuable comparative study. J. R. B. 
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
